COMBINATION VIOLATES 


SHERMAN TRUST LAW

Unanimous Verdict Holds 


Giant Corporation to Be 
Unlawful and in Restraint 
of Trade. 


The United States government ts winner 


and J. Plerpont Morgan and James J. Hi!) 
are losers in the famous Northern Securi- 
ties merger case, a decision in which was 
handed down simultaneously in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in St. 
Louls and St. Paul this morning. 

The unanimous opinion of Judges Thayer, 
Caldwell, Vandeventer and Sanborn was 
that the big corporation combining the 
Northern Pacific, Great Northern and Bur- 
ington railroads was unlawful and formed 
in restraint of trade. 

The decision forbids the company to per- 
form any of the functions for which it was 
organized. ‘ 

The court gives permission to the North- 
ern Securities Co. to return the stock to 
the persons from whom it was acquired, 
but prohibits the corporation from any 
other action. G 

The opinion was written by Judge Thayer 
of St. Louis, and is concurred in by Judges 
Caldwell, Sanborn and Vandeventer. 

It was -filed in the United Sfates Court 
at St. Paul, 10 o'clock Thursday morning, 
and was filed in duplicate at St. Louis 
at the same time. 


Combination in 


Restraint of Trade. 

The language of the pertinent part of 
the decision is: 

“The decree in favor of the Untied 


States will accordingly be entered to the 


following effect: 
“Adjudging that the stock of the North- 


ern Pacific and of the Great Northern 


Railway companies now held by the 


Northern Securities Co. was acquired by 
virtue of a combination among the defend- 
kants in restraint: of trade and commerce, 
in’ such states ag the anti-trust act Cce- 
nounces as illegal; enjoining the North- 
ern Securities Co. from acquiring or 
attempting to acquire further stock o 
either of the said companies; also enjoin- 
ing it from voting such stock at any meet- 


ing of stockholders of either of said 
railroad companies or exercising or at- 
tempting to exercise any control, super- 
vision or direction over the acts of said 
companies or either of them by virtue of 
the holding of such stock, likewise en- 
joining them from paying any dividends to 
the Northern Securitics Co. on account 
ot said stock, cr permitting or suffering 
the Northern Securities Co. to exercise any 
control whatsoever over the corporate act 
of said companies, or to direct the policy 
of either of said cumpanies, and finally 
permitting the Northern Securities Co. to 
return and transfer to the stockholders of 
the Northern Pacific and the Great North- 
ern Railroad any anc all shares of stock 
of both corporations which it mdy have 
received from such stockholders in ex- 
change for its own shares, or to make 
such transfer and assignment fo such per- 
son or persons as are now the holders and 


owners of its own stock originally issued in 
exchange for the stock of said companies.”’ 


Hill Conceived 


Great Merger. 
The Northern Securities Co. was con- 


celved by the brain of President James J. 
Hill, who, after building the Great. North- 
ern Railroad, found that competition of the 
Northern Pacific disarranged his plans. 


The Northern Securities Co., capitalized 


at $400,000,000, merged the Northern Pacific, 
the Great Northern, the Burlington and 
the auxiliary branches of all these roads. 
Hill interested with him in its formatiun 
J. Pierpont Morgan and many other noted 
railway magnates and men known in 
finance,

Law Invoked. 


After the dismissal of his. suit in the. 
Minnesota courts, the attorney-general of 
Minnesota mae application to the United 
States court, alleging that the formation 
of the merger conflicted with Minnesota

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The Northern Securities Co. 
must return Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific stock to original 
holders. 

It must receive its own stock, 
with which it paid for the rail- 
road stock. 

It cannot vote Great Northern 
or Northern Pacific stock, or ex- 
ercise any direction over the af- 
fairs of the roads, . 

The Northern Securities Co. is 
in violation of the anti-trust act 
because it has the power to re- 
strain trade. 

Its New Jersey charter does not 
empower it to override national 
legislation. 

The power of Congress over in- 
terstate trade is supreme and 
cannot be hindered by state lays. 

It is for Congress, not coufts, 
to decide whether Northern Se-. 
curities combination is beneficial 
to the country. '

It is said stock in various corporations 
has been sold by superiors to subordinates 
in this and other branches of the gwovern- 
ment. The corporation attracting most at- 
tention is the National Copper Mining Co., 
operating under the laws of Virginia, and 
having offices here. There officers of the 
company are: President, A. W. Machen, 
superintendent of free delivery; vice-presi- } 
dent, H. H. Rand, confidential clerk to 
Postmaster-General Payne; treasurer, Hen- 
ry M. Baker, former representative in Con- 
gress from New Hampshire; secretary, J. 
D. King, chairman of the civil service 
board to examine applicants for positions 
in the rural free delivery service of the 
postoffice department. 

The capital stock of the National Copper 
Mining Co. is $150,000. It is said literature, 
setting forth the merits of the concern, has 
been circulated through the department, 
and that many clerks invested. The prop- 
erty is located in Mexico. 

Mr. Machen said the mining property, in 
which he was interested, was all that is 
claimed for it. He denied that stock has 
been offered for sale to subordinates in the 
postoffice or any other departmient. He 
declared his title did mot appear on any of 
the company’s printing. 

A four-page leaflet has been scattered 
through the postoffice department de- 
scribing the advantages of making invest- 
ments through the Western Trust and 
Guaranty Co. 

It cites the fact that the treasurer is H. 
H. Rand, postoffice department, Washing- 
ton, D. c. 

This is an instance in which there is 
Serious objection to the use of Mr. Rand's 
Name in connection with the ,, Postofiice 
department, Washington, D. 

The Western Trust and Guhtesty Co. 
Submits propusitions for investment and 
receives a commission of 10 per cent of the

CINNABAR, Mont., April 9.—President 
Roosevelt .made an early start this 
morning from his headquarters in the park

Great avalanches 
of snow, piled high on the mountain side, 
appear almost momentarily to be about 
to fall, sweeping away and burying every- 
thing within their path. 

The President is accompanied by the 
most experienced men in the park, and 
in addition, has the detachment of cavalry, 
the men of which are thoroughly familiar 
with every portion of the park, because of 
their constant patrol. Every precaution 
will be taken to prevent an accident hap- 
pening to the President and the members 
of his party. .

Several hundred dairies have been in- 
spected and one in every five has heen 
found in an unsanitary condition. O7 Oil 
samptes of milk analyzed since Nov. 23, 
137 have been found to contain preserva- 
tives or adulterants, and in most casés 
prosecution and conviction of dealer or 
dairyman has followed. 

Ten days are allowed the dairynan to 
conform to the law after the first inspec- 
tion. Unless marked improvement is shown 
in both quality cf milk and cleaniiness of 
premises prosecution follows. 

Owing to the rapid propagation of germ 
in milk which is not kept cool the use of 
refrigerants in wagons and depvts will be 
insisted upon.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 9.—The monitor 
Arkansas weighed anchbr this morning 
and steamed up the river on her voyage to 
St. Louis. 

At Cairo she will stop long enough to 
take on a pilot, who will guide her up the 
Ohio river for stops at Hickman and Pa- 
ducah, in Kentucky, and Evansville, Ind. 
Possibly other towns may be visited. 

On her return she will stom at Cairo 
and, probably, Chester. 

According to the government's orders, the 
vessel will anchor off the port of St. Louis 
April 27. She could reach her destination 
many days earlier, but she is to be one of 
the World's “Fair dedication attractions, 
and the navy department does not wish 
her to get in more than three days before 
the festivities are to begin. 

Capt. Vreeland, in discussing the 
itor’s voyage, said last night: 

Easy Voyage, 
Says Captain. 

“We have had an easy voyage. The 
channel has been deep enough the entire 
route we have traversed. We draw only 
13 feet of water and do not expect any 
trouble. 

“The Arkansas was built at Newport 
News, Va. I do not remember how long 
they were in constructing her, but she was 
commissioned for the service in October, 
1902. 

“She was designed by the bureau of con- 
struction of the navy department. 

“We started from Annapolis on our jour- 
ney to St. Louls. The vessel had been sta- 
tioned there fcr some months for the pur- 
pose of giving instruction to the midship- 
men, 

“We stopped at Key West on our way 
around to the delta and after crossing the 
bay put in at New Orleans, where the ves- 
sel was coaled. We paused at New Or- 
leans 24 hours. 

“Our next stOps were at Donaldsonville, 
Vicksburg, Arkansas City and Helena. We 
remained a day at each of those places, 

“I regret exceedingly that our stay here 
will not be longer, but it is necessary that 
we make our stay short because of the 
numerous stops the vessel will make be- 


tween here and St. Louls. We will reach 
there by the 27th, because we must be 
present at the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition dedication. 

“From Memphis we will proceed to Os- 
ceola and from there to Hickman, Ky. If 
the conditions in the Ohio are favorable 
we will go to Evansville for a brief stay. 

“Concerning the further movements of 
the vessel I am unable to tell you any- 
thing. We must be in St. Loufs on the 
9Tth if we have to change our plans.”’

I sometimes wonder if St. Loulsans real- 
ize what they are putting up with when 
they accept without a murmur the so-called 
modern flats that have been thrust upon 
them of recent years. 

Of course, I eam speaking of the low- 
priced flats, those ranging from $20 to $30 
a month. Those from $0 upward may 
possibly be really modern. Not being a 
millionaire, I have had no opportunity of 
living in one. I sincerely hope that those 
mortals fortunate enough to be able to 
afford them, insist upon getting a little 
something for their money. Their poorer 
brethren are obliged to put up with what 
they can get, and don’t even daré to make 
much of a protest, because there are hun- 
dreds of families waiting to snap up any- 
thing that goes by the name of flat. The 
too vigorous kicker is simply told, without 
mercy, that if he doesn’t like what he has 
he can go elsewhere. The wors of it is 
that all the elsewheres are no better than 
where you are. You might just as well 
make up your mind to it in the beginning 
and save yourself and your furniture the 
wear and tear of moving. 

Some people never seem to learn this 
important fact. We did not at first. We 
had just come from Chicago, and from 
charming little apartments fitted up with 
all sorts of conveniences that the St. Louis 
flats never even heard of, for which we 
paid the sum of $25 a month. We had 
heard that rents were higher in 8t. Louis 
and were prepared to pay a few dollars 
more for what we wanted, but when we 
found what we did not get for our money 
we were almost inclined to give up the 
ghost on the spot. No shades, no screens, 
no gas fixtures, no hardwood floors. The 
floors all pine, with generous cracks thrown 
in, in which to collect St. Louls soil. The 
cellars were damp, often not cemented at 
all. They are left with the natural clay 
bottom, and sometimes that clay is so wet 
that it sticks to one’s shoes in crossing 
the floor. 

And furnaces! There are none in many 
flat houses. We afterward found out that 
many St. Louls people were unaccustomed 
to furnaces, and did not use them if they 
had them. They were too much trouble. 
The worst feature of all is the absence of 
closets. As for a pantry, it is simply un- 
heard of. I mentioned our pantry one even- 
ing to a friend. She started from her chair. 
She gasped In amazement, “Pantry! Why, 
we haven't any pantry.” 

“Oh, well,” I answered. “I spoke from 
force of habit, I suppose. Of course Il 
mean little hole in the wall.” ; 

I remember well that bright sunshiny day 
when we joyously started out for the first 
time in St: Louls, flat hunting. The air 
was balmy and springlike. There were 
oceans of blue overhead, and seas of mud 
under our feet. Nobody seemed to pre- 
tend to keep walk or crossing clean. We 
soon presented a dilapidated appearance, 
but as every one else looked the same way 
it did not matter much, when one got used 
to it. Just at first it does rather hurt one’s 
pride to be obliged to cart around a ton 
of real estate at every step, whether one 
wants to or not.

All the Bananas Eaten in St. Louis 
Come From the Island of Jamaica, 
Where Giant Corporations 
Control the Plantations. 


Increased consumption of bananas and 
a scarcity of the supply have caused a 
siuaap increase in the price of thie fruit in 
St. Louis and other large cities of the 
United States. Fruit commission dealers 
in St. Louis, however, say they are not 
as seriously affected by the threatened 
famine as the dealers in other cities are. 
t According to one of the largest commis- 
sion dealers in St. are be- 

ming more popular every year. A 1 er 
quantity of them is used in prepar 
cooked dishes than tormerly, and the ap- 
petite of the average citizen for the tooth- 
some frult in its raw state, he says, more 
keen. 

It is predicted that higher prices will be 
paid for them in St. Louis during the next 
three months, but dealers do not expect 
any difficulty in supplying demands vf 
people who are willing to pay the price. 

Nearly all of the bananas that come to 
the United States are brought from the 
British West Indian Island of Jamaica, 
where, during the last few years, many 
gmall planters have turned their cof- 
fee plantations into banana gardens. 
Sugar, pimenta, cocoanuts and pineapplies, 
also, have been displaced by the banana 
in these flelds. 

The price of bananas is more subject to 
fluctuations than the other products, but 
oftentimes the profits are tremendous and 
the temperament of the native grower gen- 
— makes him sanguine that his crop 
will bring a good price. This year his hopes 
in this regard are being realized. 

In many ports of Jamaica, during the past 
winter, there been a partial or com- 
plete failure of the banana crop because of 
drouth. lit is estimated that less than a 
two-thirds s upRly is coming to the markets 
of the United States, and much of that is 
inferior in quality 
- The United F rult Co., the giant corpora- 
tion that tried to control Jamaican fruit 
products by a trust and found the under- 
taking too great for even its tremendous 
resources, imports more bananas than any 
other concern. It has branches in Atlantic 
seacoast cities, with headquarters in New 
York. This corporation has long leases on 
large lots of land in Jamaica. Its only 
competitor is J. E. Kerr of New York. He 
runs his own steamers and. controls man 
leases. One steamer, which came orth 
recentiy, brought 26,000 bunches of ba-
